The    leader    of    the  Opposition 
spoke  for  over  an  hour  and  a  half 
The   Government    had  promised 
reduction  In  expenditures,  the  Lead- 
er of  the  Opposition  said. 

IN*  Kl  \-» 

Excluding  police,  eleemosynary 
institutions,  commissioners  of  in- 
quiry and  the  army  of  temporary 
help  not  in  the  civil  service,  this 
Government  had  Increased  the 
technical  staff  by  12  per  cent,  the 
temporary  staff  by  48  per  cent,  and 
the  otherwise  permanent  civil  serv- 
ice by  11-2  per  cent. 

By  changes  made  last  year,  this 
Government  reduced  grants  which 
municipalities  would  have  received 
from  liquor  profits  and  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Act.  and  this  year  proposes 
dennltely  to  fix  the  amount  of 
liquor  profit*  and  motor  licence 
fees  which  shall  be  paid  to  the 
municipalities,  irrespective  of  any 
increase  in  revenue  from  these 
sources. 

In  spite  of  this  Government  the 
growth  of  the  province  was  going 
to  continue,  but  the  grants  won't 
remain  as  they  were,  the  Opposi- 
tion leader  said. 

"Under  the  guise  of  relieving  the 
municipalities  of  certain  expendi- 
tures in  connection  with  roads,  the 
fact  ia  that  individual  within  these 
municipal  areas  will  pay  more  than 
heretofore,  every  dollar  of  which 
will  go  Into  the  provincial  treasury," 
Mr.  Pattullo  said. 

While  motor  licence  fees  were 
formerly  earmarked  for  highway 
purposes,  now  both  licence  fees  and 
gasoline  tax  go  into  the  consoli- 
dated revenue  and  these  sources  of 
revenue  will  be  used,  not  merely 
to  meet  highway  construction  and 
maintenance,  but  as  a  contribution 
to  all  other  functions  of  government 
as  well. 

TAX  INCREASE 

While  the  Government  had  in- 
creased the  gasoline  tax  66  2-3  per 
cent.  Its  Increase  of  taxation  over  all 
sources  of  revenue,  not  Including  the 
sale  of  natural  resources  and  liquor 
profit*,  was  10  per  cent. 

He  said  one  would  have  thought 
the  Government  would  have  kept 
down  expenditures.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  cut  down  in  future. 

Dealing  with  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  Mr.  Pattullo  said  there 
was  a  very  substantial  increase  of 
expenditure  in  this  department. 
The  bounty  on  coyotes  was  to  be 
paid  from  this  department  and  ex- 
penditure under  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral's department  was  reduced  ac- 
cordingly. Th|s  was  doubtless  In- 
tended to  makX-it  appear  that  the 
game  department  Is  being  run  more 
economically  than  formerly. 

An  example  of  how  little  the  Gov- 
ernment understood  the  work  of  the 
agricultural  department  was  shown 
when  the  Land  Settlement  Amend- 
ment Act  was  before  the  House  re- 
cently, and  the  minister  could  ex- 
plain. There  was  an  example  of  the 
methods  of  this  department  In  the 
handling  of  the  Sumas  lands,  when 
the  minister.  In  answer  to  questions, 
as  is  usual  with  the  Government, 
surrounds  it  with  secrecy.  It  was 
common  talk  that  a  syndicate  has 
offered  a  low  price. 

"We  have  also  an  example  in  the 
fact  that  the  Land  Settlement 
Board,  with  decreasing  business,  is 
loaded  down  with  Increasing  over- 
head." Mr.  Pattullo  remarked. 

He  referred  to  Mr.  8anford  Evans 
leaving  the  Conservative  party.  He 
felt  that  his  experience  in  British 
Columbia  must  hav(e  brought  this 
about.  He  asked  why  Hon.  T.  G. 
Coventry  was  not  asked  to  investi- 
gate the  Irrigation  lands. 

CRITICIZES  MR.>OOI.KY 

Giving  attention  to  the  Attorney- 
Oeneral's  department  Mr.  Pattullo 
said  it  ."howed  considerable  increase 
in  expenditure  The  ruthless  par- 
tisanship of  the  Attorney  General 
had  not  only  been  a  material  factor 
In  the  Increase  of  expenditure  In  all 
departments  but  had  brought  the 
administration  of  Justice  and  gov- 
ernmental administration  generally 
into  disrespect  There  had  been  152 
Justices  of  the  peace  appointed  and 
thirty-two  appointments  rescinded. 

The  report  of  the  Investigator  into 
the  Liquor  Control  Act  had  not 
yet  been  filed  Administration  un- 
der this  Government,  however,  la 
becoming  notorious.  The  respon- 
sibility of  the  liquor  department 
rested  upon  the  Attorney-Oeneral. 

"I  wish  to  draw  the  attention, 
also,  of  this  House  and  of  this 
country,  to  the  ever  mounting 
profits  from  the  sale  of  liquor  under 
the  Government  Liquor  Act."  said 
Mr  Pattullo.

Full,  frank  and  exhaustive  consideration 
ought  to  be  given  to  the  motion  of  Captain  J. 
Fitzalmmons  <Kaslo-Slocan»,  in  the  Provincial 
Legislature  asking  for  a  commission  to  inquire 
into  the  relations  of  the  Government  and  the 
University  of  British  Columbia.  The  cry  from 
Vancouver  and  other  parties  of  "hands  off  the 
university"  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  the  tax- 
payers, after  yielding  up  their  money  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, should  no  longer  take  any  Interest  in 
its  disposition  The  university  is  a  provincial 
institution,  made  possible  by  provincial  taxation, 
and  its  administration,  its  finances  and  its  fu- 
ture must  be  viewed  from  the  provincial  and  not 
from  the  Burrard  Inlet  viewpoint. 

It  is  an  axiom  of  good  government  that  the 
constitutional  control  of  a  legislature  over  the 
public  expenditure  should  be  exercised  with  great 
vigilance  and  effect.  In  regard  to  expenditures 
of  public  funds  the  Legislature  must  always 
exercise  Its  Inquisitorial  powers  In  alluding  to 
the  power  of  Parliament  in  this  respect  Mr.  W 
E.  Gladstone  once  said:  "It  is  undoubtedly  the

slble.  not  only  for  the  Inception  of  all  public  ex- 
penditure, but  also  to  follow  the  money  raised  by 
taxation  until  the  last  farthing  is  accounted  for." 
Had  this  been  done  in  connection  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  British  Columbia's  finances,  and,  fur- 
the/.  in  the  matter  of  expenditures  on  the  Uni 
versity  Endowment  Lands,  there  is  no  question 
whatever  that  many  economies  could  have  been 
effected.  The  Legislature  has  been  largely 
apathetic  in  these  matters.  Now  it  has  come  as 
a  shock  to  learn  that  the  endowment  lands  will 
never  endow  the  university  to  the  tune  of  a 
dollar.  The  endowment  lands  have  been  Im- 
proved at  large  expense  to  provide  Oreater  Van- 
couver with  an  attractive  residential  area.  Ii 
other  words,  the  Province  has  paid  for  extensive 
improvements  which  should  have  been  under- 
taken under  municipal  administration.  To  this 
extent  favors  have  been  extenJed  to  Vancouve 
that  have  not  been  vouchsafed  to  any  other  mu 
r  eality  in  the  province,  and  the  taxpayers  oi 
tyte  province  as  a  whole  have  paid  for  these. 

The  Government,  which  Is  responsible  to  the 
I  cislnture,  knows  very  little  about  the  character 
f  the  administration  of  finances  of  the  Unlver 
ally  of  British  Columbia.  It  is  only  since  th< 
Present  Conservative  .Government  came  Inlc 
power  that  any  attempt  has  been  made  to  pro- 
vide some  check  on  the  growing  demands  by  tht 
university  on  the  provincial  exchequer.  The 
'.  :.ie  has  come  when  the  best  constitutional  prac- 
t.co  in  respect  to  public  expenditures  of  all  kind: 
should  be  resumed.  In  other  words,  it  Is  thr 
duty  of  the  Legislature  to  exercise  control  ovei 
the  entire  revenue  and  expenditures  of  tht 
province.  It  has  the  power  to  prevent  abuses  in 
thr  management  of  public  finances  and  to  deal 
with  disputed  po lifts  of  account  between  the 
treasury  and  any  department  or  functionary  en- 
trusted with  the  collection  or  expenditure  of 
public  moneys. 

The  Legislature  during  the  present  session,  oi 
most,  certainly  os  an  outcome  of  a  commission 
of  Inquiry  appointed  as  a  result  of  Captain 
Fltzslmmon..'  motion,  has  a  duty  to  perform  in 
ascertaining  the  coSrse  of  action  to  be  followed 
now  that  the  cndowm3nt  policy  for  the  Univer- 
sity of  British  Columbia  has  proved  a  fiasco.  It 
ha.;  to  consider  what  will  be  the  character  of 
thr  State  aid  to  be  given  to  that  institution  in 
the  future.  The  taxpayers  have  already  endowed 
the  university  to  the  extent  of  some  $11,000,000 
With  such  an  Investment  they  have  the  right  to 
exDect  that  the  Government,  which  is  respon- 
sible to  the  Legislature  and  the  Legislature  which 

responsible  to  the  people,  shall  exercise  the 
closest  supervision  over  such  heavily  endowed 
State  education.  There  is  an  exactly  similar  de- 
gree of  responsibility  attaching  to  the  Legisla- 
ture and  the  administration  of  this  province  in 
the  matter  of  higher  education  as  there  is  where 
primary  and  secondary  education  are  concerned. 


A  GREAT  GKKMAX  ADMIRAL 


Admiral  Von  Tirplt",  the  maker  of  Germany's 
Nevy  which  was  voluntarllj  sunk  In  Scapa  Flow 
ar  an  aftermath  of  the  Gn  it  War.  has  died 
lcavlnf,  behind  him  a  reputation  that  varier. 
greatly  according  as  his  friends  or  enemies  are 
the  commentators.  He  got  the  credit  during  tht 
Great,  War  of  hav.ng  ordered  the  merciless  sub- 
marine campaign,  which  inflicted  such  heavy 
losses  on  British  shipping.  In  his  favor,  however. 
It  may  be  recalled  that  in  pre-war  times  he  war 
a  profound  admirer  of  everything  British  All 
his  children  were  educated  in  England.  British 
cavi  '  traditions  commanded  his  reverential  re- 
spect. If  during  his  long  tenure  of  office  as 
ruler  of  the  Kaiser's  Navy  he  saw  the  odportu- 
nHy  of  challenging  Oreat  Britain's  title  of  "Mis- 
ins-.  of  the  Seas."  it  was  Croat  Britain's  mis- 
takes and  the  negligence  uf  her'fcohtielans  that 
gave  him  his  opportunity.  As  succeeding  events 
provided  seope  he  went  on  building  up  the  Ger- 
man Navy,  and  when  war  broke  it  was  deemed 
U»  be  strong  enough,  as.  Indeed.  It  proved  to  be. 
to  defend  the  shores  cf  the  Fatherland  from  a 
British  Invasion. 

Admiral  Von  Tlrpttz.  whatever  the  estimate

Mr.  Mackenzie  King  says  the  day  Is  coming 
whin  uneasployaient  insurance  will  be  in  opera- 
tion in  Canada  Mr  Peter  Heenan,  the  Federal 
Minister  of  Labor,  has  advised  a  Toronto  delega- 
tion to  ask  Premier  Ferguson  of  Ontario  to  intro- 
duce such  legislation  and  then  request  the 
Dominion  Government  for  co-operation.  Thus, 
it  seems  that  the  present  administration  at 
Ottawa  favors  the  dole  in  this  country.  The 
Liberals  must  be  losing  their  faith  In  the  destiny 
of  the  Dominion  when  they  advocate  legislation 
of  such  a  type  in  a  land  of  wide  spaces,  exhaust - 
less  resources  and  but  a  slim  population. 

The  dole  system  in  Canada  would  have  a 
tendency  towards  fostering  the  coming  of 
such  immigrants  as  might  seek  to  get  paid  for 
doing  nothing.  It  would  be  a  detriment  to  capital 
investment  because  the  dole  has  been  shown  to 
be  an  encouragement  to  laziness.  Capital  goes 
where  the  means  of  production  are  well  organ- 
ized, where  the  spirit  of  industry  prevails,  where 
the  opportunities  exist  of  operation  under  the 
fewest  legislative  handicaps.  Dole  legislation  is 
an  incubus  on  national  development,  and  that 
the  suggestion  for  Its  Institution  should  have 
come  from  the  Federal  Government  is  an  indica- 
tion of  a  bankruptcy  in  vision. 

The  Dominion  Government  Is  ready  to  throw 
up  Its  hands  where  an  Immigration  policy  Is  con- 
cerned. It  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
Provinces  should  separately  negotiate  their  own 
immigration  settlement  plans  without  Federal 
aid.  That  is  another  admission  of  failure  to 
visualize  conditions  that  apply  to  prosperous 
development.  Provincial  Governments,  which 
almost  Invariably  have  shown  greater  national 
vision  than  the  Federal  administration,  will  be 
willing  to  accept  this  burden  but  we  feel  assured 
hat  they  will  not  acquiesce  in  Mr.  Peter  Heenan's 
;uggestlon  that  they  should  put  unemployment 
nsurance  Into  effect.  That  policy  and  any  efforts 
lo  promote  immigration  would  be  contradictory. 
The  one  would  neutralize  the  other.  The  ex- 
planation of  the  attitude  of  the  Dominion  Gov- 
•rnment  in  suggesting,  within  a  week,  that  the 
?rovlnces  should  promote  immigration  policies 
)t  their  own.  and  at  the  same  time  put  unem- 
ployment Insurance  into  effect,  is  an  admission 
if  Ineptitude.  The  Mackenzie  King  Government 
has  failed  to  attract  immigrants  of  the  right  sort 
In  sufficient  numbers.  Its  fiscal  policy  has  been 
hindrance  instead  of  a  help,  and  in  addition 
Lhat  policy  has  been  the  chief  reason  for  the 
levelopment  of  unemployment  during  the 
present  Winter.

Sir,— I  would  like  to  ask  Mr 
Losee  If  his  statement  that  at  the 
present  time  there  is  no  steamship 
on  the  northern  run  that  can  buck 
Seymour  Narrows,  northbound,  one 
hour  after  the  tide  has  started  to 
run  out  (ebb»? 

If  this  statement  is  correct.  Mr 
Losee's  knowledge  of  Seymour  Nar- 
rows is  very  poor,  as  a  steamer 
northbound,  with  the  tide  ebbing 
would  have  a  fair  tide  and  would 
not  be  bucking  it. 

He  also  states  that  one  hour  after 
the  tide  has  started  to  run  out. 
shipping  always  waits  for  slack 
water  to  make  the  passage.  I  have 
been  through  Seymour  Narrows 
many  times  and  have  never  been 
on  a  vessel  that  waited  for  slack 
water. 

Please  refer  to  Page  71.  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  tide  tables;  *salling 
directions,  Seymour  Narrows,  writ- 
ten by  a  well-known  navigator. 
During  the  ebb  northbound  the 
Narrows  can  be  safely  run  north- 
bound at  any  stage  of  the  ebb.  by 
a  handy  ship  if  fitted  with  good 
stenring  gear. 

The  broken  water  on  Ripple  Rock 
can  be  plainly  seen,  even  on  the 
darkest  nights,  when  the  current 
has  any  strength.  These  directions 
also  state  that  a  sixteen  and  seven- 
teen-knot  vessel  can  buck  through 
at  any  tide. 

Would  the  removal  of  Ripple  Rock 
lessen  the  velocity  of  the  current? 
I  say  not  We  have  .  Just  read 
where  the  Oovernment  has  worked 
on  Hospital  Rock.  In  Victoria,  for 
fifty  years,  which  Is  located  In  the 
harbor,  where  they  can  work  with- 
out Interference  of  current.

In  this  connection,  and  backing  up 
Uie  position  which  he  took,  he  said 
that  there  had  been  resolutions 
passed,  not  only  in  his  riding,  but 
in  Cariboo,  calling  for  this  being 
done. 

The  resolutions  quoted  called  for 
the  improving  of  the  road  so  as  to 
make  lt  an  up-to-date  one  from 
Jasper  Park  to  Blue  River,  and  then 
for  the  carrying  through  of  the 
completion  of  the  present  road  from 
Kamloops  for  the  thlrty-fjve  miles 
remaining  to  connect  with  Blue 
River.  The  attention  of  the  minister 
was  called  to  the  necessity  of  this 
work. 

BRIDGE  WANTED 

On  the  North  Thompson  River 
there  were  at  present  ten  ferries.  He 
pressed  for  a  bridge  at  Clearwater, 
which  would  afford  the  opportunity 
for  a  part  of  the  residents  that  now 
had  to  use  the  ferries  to  reach  rail 
connection.

VANCOUVER,  March  6  —  Under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  A.  D. 
Paterson.  reeve  of  Delta,  representa- 
tives of  the  livestock  industry  In  all 
Its  branches  unanimously  went  on 
record  Wednesday  as  In  favor  or 
the  organization  of  a  British  Co- 
lumbia livestock  union,  with  equal 
representation  from  all  individual 
organizations. 

Copies  of  the  proposed  constitu- 
I  tlon  will  be  forwarded  to  all  or- 
ganizations   for   consideration  and 
amendment,  and  there  will  be  a 
further  meeting  held  at  later  date. 

The  new  body  would  take  the 
place  of  the  British  Columbia 
Stockbreeders'  Association  which 
goes  out  of  existence  in  June,  and 
would  function  co-operaUvely  for 
the  development  of  the  livestock  In- 
dustry generally,  without  lnterler- 
lng  In  any  way  with  the  work  of 
sectional  organizations. 

For  the  purpose  of  presentlrtg  a 
united  front  to  governments;  for 
presenting  the  case  of  the  livestock 
breeder  to  the  public,  and  for  co- 
operation with  livestock  associations 
of  other  provinces  throughout  the 
Dominion,  lt  Is  stated  that  the 
proposed  union  would  effect  a  great 
result.

board  that  a  by-law  be  submitted 

to  the  ratepayers  or  the  district  for 
a  sum  of  $85,000  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  a  high  school  building  In 
the  municipality.  The  decLslon  to 
take  a  show  of  hands  In  connection 
with  the  matter  followed  a  lengthy 
discussion.  Councillors  H  a  g  a  n, 
Crowhurst  and  Oldfleld.  with  the 
reevi,  voting  for  the  motion,  and 
Councillors  Eden,  Wood  and  Borden 
voting  against  It. 

Prior  to  this  action,  the  secretary 
of  the  school  board.  Mr.  Brydon, 
was  questioned  by  the  council  In 
connection  with  certain  matters 
I  pertaining  to  the  school  building. 
I  The  reeve  also  asked  why  the  De- 
partment of  Education  would  now 
only  allow  $20,000  towards  the  cost 
of  a  high  school  building,  when  a 
year  ago  a  much  larger  grant  could 
have  been  obtained,  and  was  offered. 
Mr  Brydon  replied  that  this  matter 
had  been  taken  up  with  the  deputy 
minister  of  education,  who  stated 
In  explanation  that  the  amount 
placed  In  the  estimates  for  school 
building  throughout  the  province 
had  been  reduced  from  the  figures 
of  the  preceding  year.  At  the  time 
the  larger  offer  was  made.  $200,000 
wnus  the  total  amount  available, 
while  for  1S30  the  funds  were 
limited  to  $135,000.  It  was  also  dis- 
closed that  no  option  was  held  by 
the  school  board  on  the  Falmouth 
Road  site;  and  It  was  suggested  by 
the  reeve  that  one  be  obtained  be- 
fore the  by-law  was  prepared.  At 
one  time  during  the  proceedings, 
stressing  the  advisability  of  haste, 
the  school  board  members  present 
were  apparently  willing  to  accept 
the  offer  of  the  council  to  prepare 
a  by-law  provided  an  option  on  the 
Falmouth  Road  site  was  obtained 
within  twenty-four  hours,  and  they 
retired  from  the  chamber.

The  speaker  charged  that  Mr 
Pattullo  had  "heaped  aspersions  on 
the  heads  of  his  adversaries  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  hit  with  the 
people.

There- 
fore, his  arguments  fall  on  that  ac- 
count, as  well  as  because  they  are 
tinged  with  such  political  feeling 
that  they  lose  all  merit  The  speech 
which  he  delivered  here  today  was 
certainly  not  free  from  rancor  or 
bitterness." 

CRITICIZES  CRITIC 

"Who  is  this- critic?"  asked  Mr. 
Davie.  in  referring  to  Mr. 
Pattullo.  "Was  success  attendant 
upon  his  administration,  when  In 
office,  of  the  Department  of 
Lands,  the  Sumas  scheme,  the 
South  Okanagan  Irrigation,  the 
university  lands  and  the  soldier 
settlements?" 

Cries  of  "no"  came  from  the 
Government  benches. 

Mr.  Davie  said  that  there  was  not 
a  single  project  that  the  Leader  of 
the  Opposition  could  mention  that, 
wen  in  office,  he  governed,  that 
was  a  success.  In  fact,  everything 
had  been  a  failure. 

"What  has  this  new  critic  cost 
the  country?  Approximately 
$20,000,000."  said  Mr.  Davie.  "Each 
year  $1,000,000  has  to  be  raised  to 
pay  for  the  mistakes  of  the  Leader 
of  the  Opposition  when  he  was  a 
minister  in  the  late  Liberal  ad- 
ministration. The  last  person  en- 
titled to  criticize  the  present  Gov- 
ernment is  the  former  Minister  of 
Lands." 

The  speaker  said  that  the  Leader 
of  the  Opposition  had  accused  the 
present  Government  of  wanton 
exercise  of  patronage.  He  Inquired 
what  deputy  ministers  had  been  re- 
moved by  the  Government  since  It 
took  office.  The  deputy  ministers 
of  mines,  finance,  education,  labor, 
the  chief  forester  and  his  assistant, 
the  water  comptroller  and  other 
such  officials,  who  were  In  office 
under  the  Liberal  Government,  were 
still  in  their  positions.  and 
had  not  been  disturbed .  Two 
deputy  ministers  were  super- 
annuated. 

Dr.  J.  J.  GUlLs,  Liberal,  Yale: 
"You  forget  agriculture." 

"My  friend  says  what  about  agri- 
culture." replied  Mr.  Davie.  "Where 
did  Mr.  Warnock,  the  former 
deputy  minister  of  agriculture 
come  from?  He  came  to  British 
Columbia  from  the  Pralrlet.  Was 
he  a  member  of  the  Governments 
of  the  Prairies?  Let  me  say  that 
there  are  Just  as  efficient  men  in 
British  Columbia  to  administer  that 
department  as  there  are  on  the 
Prairies." 

ABUSE  OF  POWER 

Mr.  Davie  scored  the  practice 
of  patronage  by  the  late  Liberal 
Government,  and  asked  "who 
came  from  Prince  Rupert  through 
nntronage?  He  said  that  be- 
tween the  efforts  of  Mr.  Pattullo. 
member  for  Prtnee  Rupert,  and 
Mr.  A.  M.  Manson.  K.C..  member 
for  Omlneca  and  former  At  tor - 
ney-Oeneral.  "nearly  all  of  Prince 
Rupert  was  transferred  to  Vic- 
toria" 

"The  people  haven  t  got  blinded 
eves  or  poor  memories,  and  are 
mindful  of  the  patronage  tactics  of 
the  Liberal  administration  The 
Liberals  created  new  departments 
in  the  Government,  and  filled  the 
new  positions  with  their  followers." 
ne  said,  amid  approbation  from  the 
Government  side  of  the  House. 

The  speaker  stated  that  when  the 
Liberals  were  In  power,  every  road 
foreman  In  hla  district  was  either 
president  or  secretary  of  the  Lib- 
eral associations.

He  said  the 
ininiMci  had  bronchi  down  the 
budget  in  a  maimer  that  the  people 
could  understand.  "What  struck 
me  was  that  the  estimates,  as  now 
presented,  give  to  the  public  full 
scope  of  the  proposed  Government 


"The  Liberals  never  did  tliat  In 
their  budgets.  In  fact,  the  esti- 
mates before  did  not  contain  many 
Items  of  expenditure,"  he  asserted 
The  cost  of  Government  financ- 
ing was  leas  In  British  Columbia 
than  in  any  of  the  other  provinces, 
he  said. 

DEFICITS  OF  PAST 

The  speaker  recalled  that  the 
Liberals  when  in  power  attempted 
to  reduce  taxation,  but  the  ex- 
penditures were  increased.  The 
result  was  that  deficits  occurred 
and  they  had  to  be  met  by  borrow- 
ings. "How  can  the  Opposition  now 
criticise  the  present  Government 
borrowing  on  account  of  the  deficits 
of  the  late  Liberal  administration?" 

"Notwithstanding  all  the  deficits 
created  by  the  Liberals,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  last  year  promised  to 
present  to  the  House  a  balanced 
budget,  which  he  has  done,"  Mr.

Bombay  presidency,  where  serious 
trouble  Is  expected.  The  policemen, 
accompanied  by  British  law  officers, 
have  strict  orders  not  to  permit  the 
removal  of  a  single  sack  of  salt 
without  the  tax  payment. 

Troops  belonging  to  the  Poona 
division,  garrisoned  some  120  miles 
from  Bombay,  are  under  orders  ito 
keep  themselves  In  readiness  for  any 
emergency.  These  troops  can  reach 
Ahmedabad— Gandhi's  headquarters 
and  an  Important  cotton  manufac- 
turing centre — within  ten  hours. 
Nearly  1,000  police,  armed  with 
rifles,  machine  guns  and  tear 
bombs,  have  already  arrived  in  that 
city  to  reinforce  the  Inadequate 
local  police. 

PRINCES  TO  PLAY  PART 

Meanwhile  Viceroy  Lord  Irwin  is 
discussing  with  the  native  princes 
the  best  means  of  co-operation  in 
case  the  civil  disobedience  movement 
should  become  a  violent  affair  The 
Indian  Government  appears  to  be 
willing  to  give  the  Indian  princes 
Important  concessions. 

At  the  time  when  the  British 
Government  was  contemplating 
gradual  dominion  status,  both  Lord 
Irwin  and  Rt.  Hon.  Wedgewood 
Benn.  Secretary  of  State  for  India, 
favored  a  uniform  constitution  for 
the  whole  of  India,  Including  the 
various  self-governing  principalities. 
This  would  have  deprived  the 
mighty  maharajahs  of  their  present 
local  power  and  of  much  of  their 
wealth.  Now  that  the  Indian  Gov- 
ernment has  to  rely  In  case*  of 
trouble  on  the  princes'  support, 
something  must  be  done  to  buy  their 
favor. 

Consequently  the  British  Govern- 
ment and  the  Viceroy  are  willing  to 
accept  the  maharapahs'  claims  that 
should  India  be  given  Swaraj,  or 
home  rule,  they  should  not  be  placed 
under  the  Jurisprudence  of  a 
Swarajist  but  be  treated  as  equals 
by  the  Dominion  Government.  The 
Vlcetoy  will  continue  to  exercise  the 
rights  of  the  paramount  power- 
Great  Britain— through  a  new  politi- 
cal department  which  would  not  be 
under  the  control  of  the  eventual 
autonomus  government.

Canada  Is 
very  proud  of  having  the  first 
woman  Senator  in  the  British  Em- 
pire. However,  her  husband  is  in  a 
position  to  support  her  adequately, 
so  that  if  women  in  such  circum- 
stances are  not  to  be  allowed  to 
work,  logic  again  calls  for  her  resig- 
nation. It  is  a  matter  of  statistics 
that  owing  to  Improvement  in  ma- 
chinery, fewer  workers  are  now  re-  ! 
quired,  and  there  are  many  other 
economic  reasons  for  unemployment, 
so  that  this  meeting  unanimously 
voted  against  the  resolution.

WASHINGTON.  DC.  March  6  — 
The  Hawley-Smoot  tariff  bUl  wUl 
be  passed  by  the  Senate  witliln  a 
few  days.  The  Senate  has  consid- 
erably revised  the  measure  presented 
for  ita  consideration  by  the  House 
of  Representatives  and.  from  the 
Canadian  point  of  view,  for  the 
worse.  Increased  duties  are  pro- 
posed upon  agricultural  product*. 

For  example,  the  Senate  proposes 
a  duty  upon  live  cattle  of  2  1-2 
cent*  per  pound  for  those  weighing 
leas  than  700  pounds  and  three  cento 
upon  those  over  that  weight.  Cana- 
dian ranchers  have  been  exporting 
about  $14,000,000  worth  of  cattle  to 
the  United  States  annually  under 
a  tariff  of  one  cent  on  those  weigh- 
ing less  than  9$0  pounds  and  two 
cento  on  those  weighing  more. 
<  \N ADA'S  GREAT  LOSS 

The  reduction*  of  the  weight  to  I 
700  pounds  strikes  at  the  export 
Ol  baby  beef  and  if  the  Senate's 
proposal  is  carried   into  effect  It  | 
will  mean  a  serious  loss  to  Cana- 
jdian  interests. 

I  The  present  tariff  law  makes  the 
I  duty  on  cream  30  cento  a  gallon. 
Last  year  Canadian  producers  I 
!  shipped  $50,000,000  worth  of  cream 
I  Into  the  United  State*.  The  Senate 
j  proposes  to  raLsc  the  tariff  to  58  3-5 
I  cento.

of  which  commodities  are  exported  ; 
from  Canada  to  the  United  States  j 
in  annual  value  of  from  $50,000  for  1 
dead  poultry  to  $6,604,000  for  beef. 
EFFORTS  THAT  FAILED 

One  cheerful  feature  of  the  Senate 
history  of  the  Hawlcy-Smoot  bill 
is  the  fact  that  extraordinary 
efforts  made  by  senators  from  the 
far  Northwest  to  procure  a  tariff 
upon  lumber  failed.  There  wns 
also  a  collision  of  interest  over  hides, 
leathers  and  shoes  which  resulted 
in  the  temporary  setback  of  those 
who  desired  a  tariff 
items.  Export  from  Canada  of 
lumber  runs  into  many  millions 
yearly,  and  hides  and  leathers  come 
into  the  United  States  to  the  value 
of  $17,000,000. 

The    much    revised    and  revilpd 
Hawley-Smoot  bill  now  goes  to  con- 
ference between  the  Kenate  and  the 
House,  where  Uiere  will  be  trading 
of  rates  in  order  that  an  agreement 
may  be  reached.    Two  administra- 
tive features  of  the  bill  are  the 
great    stumbling    blocks    to  una- 
nimity.  Those  are   the  provisions 
taking  power  of  revision  for  paying 
a  bounty  to  the  farmer  upon  his 
exports.    The  seriousness  of  these 
,  difficulties   can   hardly    be  over- 
:  estimated   for   were  the  House  to 
I  agree  to  leave  them  In  the  bill. 
I  President  Herbert  Hoover,  who  has 
declared    himself    against  them, 
•might  be  forced  to  nullify  fifteen 
months'  congressional  work  by  veto- 
I  ing  the  measure.     On   the  other 
hand,  there  Is  small  doubt  but  Uaal 
the  senators  who  put  provisions  into 
the  bill  will  fiffht  tooth  and  nail  for 
their  retention.

Speaking  on  a  question  of  priv- 
ilege. Mr.  A.  M  Manson  objected 
yesterday,  In  the  House,  to  the 
questions  which  had  been  asked  by 
Mr.  W.  F.  Kennedy,  with  regard  to 
the  Investigation  into  the  prices  of 
beer  which  had  been  increased  in 
1924.  and  also  to  the  answers  that 
were  given  bv  the  Attorney-Oeneral.

This  brought  from  Colonel  C.  W. 
Peck.  V.C..  the  retort  that  there  was 
a  continual  violation  of  the^ules  of 
the  House  In  long  speeches  being 
made  under  this  privilege.  He  re- 
buked Mr  Manson  for  coming  for- 
ward, and  "squealing"  when  he  was 
hit  in  the  replies  to  questions.  The 
Opposition,  however.

(b»  at  a  Major  suit  rather  than  at 
a  Minor. 

and,  therefore  should  avoid  Inviting 
either  a  Minor  suit  assist  or  a  No 
Trump  take-out  by  an  introductory 
Minor  bid  with  this  type  of  hand. 

It  should  be  obvious  to  South,  not 
knowing  what  his  partner  holds, 
that  If  he  start  the  bid  whether  at 
Auction  or  Contract,  with  this  type 
and  strength  of  holding,  with  an 
original  two  bid.  and  such  two  bid 
be  in  a  Minor,  the  chances  are  In 
favor  of  either  a  two  No  Trump  or 
three  Club  take-out  by  North.  If 
two  No  Trumps,  then  South  must 
elect  which  of  his  two  Majors  to 
show  If  he  i-clects  Hearts  and  bids 
three  Hearts,  he  risks  partner  bid- 
ding three  No  Trumps,  and  thus 
forcing  him  to  a  bid  of  four  Spades 
to  show  his  second  Major  If  he 
selects  Spades,  and  North  bids  three 
No  Trumps,  he  must  now  bid  four 
Hearts  to  show  such  Major.  If 
North  bids  three  Clubs.  South,  three 
Spades  and  North,  three  No  Trumps, 
again  four  must  be  bid  to  show  the 
second  Major.

Also  four 
Spades  cannot  be  made,  as  Souths 
trump  force  on  the  second  round 
of  Clubs  will  give  West  two  trump 
tricks. 

The  normal  bidding  of  this  hand 
as  given  above,  that  is,  two  Spades 
by  South  Unc-  Spades  by  North. 
Four  Hearts  by  South  and  a  pass 
by  North  permits  the  partnership 
to  asrlve  at  the  only  bid  In  the  com- 
bined hands  at  which  a  game  can  be 
produced. 

SALIENT   rOIMTS   OF  THE  BIDDIMO 

Auction  and  <  on  tract-  In  my 
recent  articles  I  have  suggested 
the  use  in  auction  as  well  as  In 
Contract  of  an  original  two  bid 
when  holding  a  hand  of  the  type 
and  strength  of  that  held  by  South.

North.  in  answer  to 
Souths  two  Spade  bid.  .should  in  1 
both  Auct*on  and  Contract  bid  | 
three  Spades.  following  which 
South  will  bid  four  Hearts,  with 
which  bid  North  should  rest  con- 
tent. 

It  Is  this  Introduction  Into*  Auc- 
tion or  Contract  bidding  that  has 
marked  the  greatest  advance  in 
bidding  efficiency  in  recent  years, 
and  has  also  added  to  the  keen  en- 
Jo>ment  of  thoughtrul  players.

— A  fall 
of  twenty  feet  from  the  steps  of  the 
Treasury  Building  during  a  sight- 
seeing trip  here  brought  to  an  end 
the  career  of  Bart  ley  Madden,  forty- 
one-year-old  Irish  heavyweight,  who 
became  famous  for  his  gUjlllj 
qualities  against  championship  con- 
tenders. 

Madden  died  In  a  hospital  here 
last  night,  a  few  hours  after  he  had 
accidentally  slipped  off  the  Incline. 
He  had  stopped  for  a  day  In  the 
capital  on  his  way  to  New  York 
from  Miami,  where  he  had  at- 
tended the  Sharkey-Scott  fight 

He  came  to  the  United  States  as 
holder  of  the  Irish  heavyweight 
championship  and  was  considered  a 
possibility  for  the  world's  heavy- 
weight title  While  he  was  no  suc- 
cessful in  this  ambition,  prior  to 
1917  there  were  few  Americans  In 
his  weight  who  could  knock  Mad- 
den down,  and  In  later  years  he  had 
stood  up  against  all  of  the  heavy- 
weight aspirants  at  one  lime  or  an- 
other. Recently  he  was  character- 
ized by  Gene  Tunney  as  one  of  the

Modern  dietics  have  provided  for 
the  scientific  methods  found  in  the 
feeding  of  children,  farmers  and  ex- 
I  perimental  farms  have  consistently 
!  studied  the  programme  of  nourish- 
ing field  crops;  but  It  is  only  recent- 
ly that  the  back  yard  gardener  has 
given   the   matter   much  thought. 
In  the  past,  barnyard  manure  has 
been  considered  sufficient,  but  with 
the  advent  of  the  automobile  and 
the   decreasing    possibility   of  se- 
curing this  commodity  the  small 
gardener  has  been  forced  to  pay 
more  attention  to  the  subject. 

Locked  within  the  soil  are  prac- 
tically all  the  sixteen  elements 
needed  by  plants  for  their  growth, 
but  three  of  them  are  usually  lack- 
ing In  sufficient  quantities  and  have 
to  be  supplied  artificially.  These 
are  nitrogen,  phosphorus  and  po- 
tassium.- The  value  of  nitrogen  Is 
to  encourage  the  growth  of»  the  leaf 
and  stem,  making  the  leaves  dark 
irreen.  and  when  applied  to  the 
plant  In  bud  Inrreases  the  size  of 
the  flower  Humus  and  decom- 
posed vegetable  matter  Is  an  Ideal 
source  of  nitrogen.  Phosphorous 
Increases  the  growth  of  the  roots 
and  the  fine,  halrllke  rootlets.  It 
Improves  the  quality  of  the  stem 
This  is  best,  obtained  from  bone 
meal  Potassium  acts  as  a  balance 
between  the  two  latter  fertilizers, 
checking  any  tendency  to  over- 
development, and  corrects  exces- 
sively succulent  leave.s.

WINNIPEG.  March  6.— The  wheat 
market  was  very  heavy  during  the 
first  part  of  todays  session  and 
prices  broke  2  cents  from  the  close 
yesterday.  Chicago  was  Just  as 
weak,  but  the  Farm  Board  was  re- 
ported as  buying  on  the  break,  and 
finally  Chairman  Legge  reiterated 
his  intention  of  going  through  with 
the  stabilization  programme  and 
denied  reports  that  it  had  been 
abandoned. 

Both  Winnipeg  and  Chicago  mar- 
kets were  probably  a  little  oversold, 
and  shorts  started  covering  on  the 
Farm  Board  announcement.  Win- 
nipeg followed  Chicago,  and  before 
this  demand  was  satisfied,  prices 
had  advanced  over  four  cenLs  /rom 
the  early  low  marks,  this  market  at 
Umes  being  stronger  than  Chicago. 
Trade  volume  was  90  per  cent  loeal. 
while  there  was  some  commission 
house  buying  early  said  to  be  for 
country  account  and  which  ab- 
sorbed the  offerings  on  the  scale 
down. 

At  present  price  levels  the  market 
acts  very  nervous  on  declines  and  Is 
easily  influenced  by  any  news  of  a 
conservative  kind,  while  seaboard 
estimated  export  sales  In  all  posi- 
tions at  300,000  to  400.000  bushels, 
all  largely  Manltobas.  only  a  small 
proportion  of  this  amount  could  be 
confirmed  here,  there  having  been 
a  few  load,  worked  via  Vancouver. 

In  the  local  cash  market  there 
was  a  continued  good  demand  for 
No.  3  and  4  grades  of  wheat  at 
spreads  1-4  to  1-2  better,  but  offer- 
ings were  very  light.  Other  grades 
were  Just  in  fair  demand.  There 
was  nothing  new  In  the  flour  trade. 
The  market  was  unable  to  hold  the 
full  bulge  and  sold  off  11-2  cents 
during  the  closing  moments. 

Coarse  grain  markets  continue 
more  or  less  quiet  with  Just  a  mod- 
erate business  passing  in  the  cash 
markets,  largely  with  Eastern  Can- 
ada, with  the  demand  behiK  for  the 
low  grades.  Barley  continues  to 
gain  a  little  on  oats. 

Flax— No  feature.  Demand  con- 
tinues very  quiet.

March  6  -The 
women's  and  men's  singles  reached 
the  semi-final  round  stage,  while 
the  mixed  doubles  advanced  to  the 
quarter-final  round  this  evening  at 
tile  Badminton  Club  of  Ottawa  in 
the  ninth  annual  tourney  of  the 
Canadian  Badminton  Association. 

In  a  day  featured  by  several  dis- 
tinct upsets.  Ottawa  players  forced 
themselves  to  the  forefront  and  stole 
the  thunder  of  out-of-town  stars. 
Mrs.  H  F  Wright.  Miss  Ruth  Rob- 
ertson. Miss  Margaret  Robertson  and 
Miss  Norma  Hall,  fourteen -year-old 
Ottawa  girl,  stepping  into  the  lime- 
light by  downing  noted  players, 
among  whom  were  holders  of  Do- 
minion and  provincial  titles. 

The  entry  of  Norma  Hall  into  the 
semi-final  round  of  play  In  the 
women's  singles  marked  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  Canadian  bad- 
minton that  a  girl  of  her  age  has 
succeeded  In  reaching  the  round 
before  the  final. 

The  most  unlooked-for  upset  of 
the  play  occurred  In  the  third  round 
of  the  women's  singles  when  Miss 
Ruth  Robertson,  of  Ottawa,  ousted 
from  the  tourney  list  Miss  Eileen 
George,  of  Vancouver.

The  general  outlook  in  Interna- 
tional affairs  formed  the  subject  cf 
an  interesting  lecture,  given  to  the 
University  Extension  Association  of 
Victoria  at  Victoria  College  last 
night  by  Prolessor  F  H.  Soward. 
B  A  .  B  Litt. 

"There  is  no  doubt."  said  Pro- 
fessor Soward.  "that  we  are  living 
In  one  »f  the  most  Interesting  nges 
of  all  time,  and  I  can  suggest  no 
I  more  valuable  activity  for  the  stu- 
'  dent  of  International  politics  than 
I  an  attempt  to  watch  the  ebb  and 
flow  of  the  affairs  of  the  nations 
of  the  world." 

Professor  Soward.  who  was  Intro- 
duced by  Mr.  A  B  Sanders,  presi- 
dent of  the  a«s  f  ation.  In  fpeaklng 
of  the  Naval  Di>armament  Confer- 
ence In  London,  said  that  very  valu- 
able Information  had  been  gained 
from  the  mistakes  made  during  the 
naval  negotiations  of  1929  He  spoke 
of  the  value  of  disarmament  In 
reducing  distrust  among  the  leading 
nations  of  the  world,  and  also  In 
relieving  the  people  of  the  primary 
powers  from  an  overbearing  burden 
of  taxation. 

$3,000  A  MINUTE 

Great  Britain,  he  said,  was  pay- 
ing no  less  a  sum  than  $3,000  a 
minute  to  settle  the  cost  of  the  late 
war  Seventy  per  cent  of  the  taxa- 
tion of  the  Old  Country  went  to 
settle  the  cost  of  the  Great  War  and 
to  prepare  for  future  hostilities. 

The  speaker  mentioned  the 
activities  of  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDon- 
ald.  pointing  out  that,  when  the 
British  Prime  Minister  went  to 
Geneva,  he  had  tried  to  convince 
the  Governments  of  Europe  that  any 
question  of  naval  disarmament  was 
not  In  any  sense  an  Anglo-American 
agreement. 

Mr.  Hoover,  continued  the  speaker, 
had  dotted  Mr.  MacDonald's  Is 
and  crossed  his  t's  In  the  speech 
which  he.  the  President  01  tne 
United  States,  had  made  upon 
Armistice  Day.  It  was  significant 
that,  in  the  course  of  this  speech, 
he  had  said:  "We  will  only  reduce 
our  naval  strength  In  proportion  to 
the  reduction  undertaken  by  the 
other  naval  powers  of  the  world."

Professor  Soward  spoke  of  the 
new  German  cruiser  which  has 
lately  been  launched.  This,  he  said, 
was  a  new  and  very  remarkable  de- 
parture, which,  while  conforming  to 
the  exigencies  of  tonnage  restric- 
tions, carried  an  armament  which 
might  be  said  to  place  the  ship  In 
the  battle  cruiser  class

Speaking  on  the  question  of  rep- 
arations. Professor  Soward  said 
that  the  original  Young  plan  had

Conlerences.  In  connection  with 
the  German  indebtedness  it  was  In- 
teresting to  note  that  it  had  taken 
the  nations  of  the  world  close  upon 
ten  years  to  consent  to  the  accpet- 
arice  of  the  sum  which  Germanv 
hsd  offered  in  the  year  1919 

The  lecturer  touched  upon  the 
dramatic  Incident  when  Mr  Snow- 
den.  who  had  previously  been 
scouted  as  an  anti-Britisher  and  a 
Little  Englander.  made  a  firm  stand 
for  the  British  Empire,  with  the  re- 
sult that  he  secured  for  hls'country 
a  number  of  concessions  which  were 
not  expected  by  the  taxpayer. 
MUSSOLINI  AND  THE  POPE 

Another  outstanding  feature  of 
European  politics  during  the  past 
year,  went  on  Professor  Soward. 
was  the  agreement  which  had  been 
reached  between  Mussolini  and  the 
Pop^.  The  speaker  wondered  wheth- 
er this  agreement  was  the  result 
of  a  desire  for  returned  prestige  on 
the  part  of  the  -Vatlcjin.  At  least. 
It  created  a  sovereign  state  of  a  few 
hundred  acres,  which  hsd  been 
given  as  compensation  by  the  Ital- 
ian Government  for  the  seizure  of 
Rome  several  centuries  ago 

In  Italy,  he  said,  there  was  a 
persistent  attempt  to  control  the 
education  of  the  younger  genera- 
tion and  to  turn  it  into  channels 
wherein  the  Premier-Dictator  was 
regarded  as  the  be-all  and  end-all 
of  Italian  life  The  Pope,  on  the 
other  hand,  believed  that  education 
was  the  primary  right  of  the  church 
Therefore  a  clash  might  be  expected 
in  the  near  future. 

LEAGUE  OF  NATION  H 

The  League  of  Nations,  concluded 
the  speaker,  had  had.  last  year,  the 
most  general  assembly  In  its  hls- 
'ory.  and  he  took  this  opportunity 
of  congratulating  the  Victoria  High 
School  upon  its  recent  representa- 
tion of  the  Tenth  Assembly.

With  reference  to  protests  based 
on  technicality.

One  clause 
reads:  All  clubs  shall  furnish  a  com- 
plete list  with  full  names  of  all 
players  taking  part  In  duplicate 
form,  and  present  It  to  the  referee 
before  the  game;  and  another  clause 
reads:  A  protest  shall  not  be  enter- 
tained unless  an  objection  has  been 
lodged  with  the  referee  before  the 
start  of  the  game.

I  would 
advise  your  correspondents  to  say  as 
little  as  possible  on  that  matter,  as 
I  happened  to  be  present  at  a  public 
meeting  some  years  ago  in  the 
K  of  P  Hall,  when  It  was  shown 
from  accounts  of  the  B.C.F.A.  that 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Vic- 
toria delegate  had  then  cost  hun- 
dreds of  dollars,  and  It  is  probably 
not  getting  anything  less.  The  state- 
ment that  there  are  seven  associa- 
tions and  leagues  governing  football 
In  Victoria  at  present  is  appalling, 
and  the  wonder  is  that,  we  have  any 
players  left.  However,  that  solves 
the  mystery,  and  the  remedy  is  easy 
The  juveniles  could  only  get  one 
official  to  help  them— they  had  no 
money.
